





NEW WATER 
AND SEWER 
RATES 
APPROVED

On July 11, the Huron 
Township Board heard a pre- 
sentation by the Township’s 
auditors, Plante & Moran, 
LLP, on new water and sewer 
rates. 

Blake Rowe of Plante & 
Moran discussed the current 
water and sewer rates and the 
proposed changes. He pointed 
out that under the current 


structure all residents pay a— 


minimal fee of nearly $60 per 
quarter no matter how little 
water they use. Under the new 
structure, that minimal fee 
would be reduced to $21.50 
per quarter for use of 5,000 
gallons of water or less. 

According to Rowe, nearly 
3,000 Township residents and 
businesses will see a reduction 
in their water and sewer bills. 
Acouple hundred, mainly 
businesses such as sod farms, 
will see an increase due to 
high water usage. 

Currently, fees break down 
as follows: water is $1.17 per 
1,000 gallons plus a $22 flat 
fee, sewer is $1.50 per 1,000 
gallons plus an $18.00 flat fee, 
and a mini-sewer flat fee of 
$18 per quarter. i 

Under the new rate struc- 
ture, the rates for 2001/02 will 
be $2.30 per 1,000 gallons for 
water, $2.05 per 1,000 gallons 
for sewer, and 80 cents per 
1,000 gallons for mini-sewer, 
with no flat fees on any.

fees also increased. Water tap-in fees 
are now a $1,500 connection fee and 
an $800 reserve fee. Sewer tap-in 
fees are now $500 for connection and 
$,1800 for reserve. There will be no 
charge for mini-sewers. 

Rowe said that over the next five 
years the Township would need to 
spend approximately $1.9 million in 
water line maintenance. He also point- 
ed out that while currently there are 
no definite plans on sewer expansion, 
it’s definitely going to happen. There- 
fore, the Township must plan for it. 

Supervisor John Mitchell asked 
questions and commented. However, 
he was unable to be heard due to a 
poor speaker system. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley asked a 
number of questions. Rowe respond- 
ed that new growth was calculated at 
3-percent based on the previous 
year’s growth rate. However, 
O’Kelley expressed concern that 
growth will be much higher. 

O’Kelley also asked if farmers 
will be hit hard by the rate structure 
change. 

John Schoedel, owner of 
Schoedel’s Nursery, said he uses a 
million gallons of water per year. 
Very upset, he continued, “I don’t 
know why we should be hit so hard 
by this.” 

O’Kelley told Rowe he is con- 
cerned with that issue. However, he 
also likes what the auditors are 
attempting to do. O’Kelley asked the 
Supervisor how the Board would 
handle the proposed rate change. 

The Supervisor said the rates 
should go into effect as soon as pos- 
sible since the Township incurred a 
10-percent rate increase as of July 1. 

Trustee Mary Lou Carey asked if 
people already living on properties in 
the Township would have to pay the 
tap-in fees if they decide to tap-in. 

Rowe said they would: however, 
the new plan would still benefit them. 

The proposed rate change is now 
in effect as of July 1, 2001.
